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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11/26/2007 
has been entered. 

Note: Corresponding to Examiner's Amendment 08/24/2007, claims 45-49 have 
been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6, 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected as being in improper form because its dependent upon itself. 
Accordingly, the claim 2 should be dependent upon claim 1 instead of itself and further 
has been treated on the merits as dependent upon claim 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Brown 
et al. (U.S. 6,981,985). 

Brown et al discloses the claimed invention in figures 1 and 8-1 1 , scaffolding (10) 
configured to define a substantially cylindrical member having a distal end and a 
proximal end and extending longitudinally there between, forming a lumen there 
through, along the longitudinal extension of the appliance the scaffolding (10) having an 
interior and an exterior surface comprising struts (12); a coating coupled with the 
scaffolding (10) such that the exterior surface of the scaffolding (10) is raised (at 16) 
with respect to the coating substantially over an area between the struts of the 
scaffolding (10); wherein the coating of sufficient thickness to prevent the medical 
appliance from becoming epithelialized when installed in the desired portion of the 
patient's anatomy; wherein the coating can be substantially hydroscopic; wherein the 
scaffolding is inherently capable of having at least one aperture defines an eyelet of 
sufficient diameter to receive suture; and wherein the coated strut is raised can be 
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between 1 .ANG. to 106 .ANG. with respect to the coated region between the struts of 
the medical appliance. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 03/28/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Brown only discloses the struts are coated with a 
substance rather than any area between the struts. The examiner disagrees with 
applicant's argument. The examiner must given the claims broadest reasonable 
interpretation in light of applicant's device. For this reason, the patent to Brown does 
disclose the struts are being coated with substance as recited in the above statement.
